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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-19 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

There is no prior art fairly teach or suggest a method (claim 1) for providing a 
custom message set within a vehicle message service system, the method comprising: 
receiving at least one vehicle message service request; 
determining at least one set of vehicle parameters based on the 
received vehicle message service request; 
requesting at least one vehicle message for the set of vehicle 
parameters from a database; and 
generating the custom message set based on the vehicle 
messages. 

There is no prior art fairly teach or suggest a computer readable medium (claim 
10) for producing a custom message set within a vehicle message service system 
comprising: 

computer readable code for determining at least one set of vehicle 
parameters based on at least one received vehicle message service request; 
computer readable code for requesting at least one vehicle 
message for the set of vehicle parameters from a database; and 
computer readable code for generating the custom message set 
responsive to the vehicle messages. 
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There is no prior art fairly teach or suggest a system (claim 19) for providing a 
custom message set within a vehicle message service system, the system comprising: 
means for receiving at least one vehicle message service request; 
means for determining at least one set of vehicle parameters based 
on the received vehicle message service request; 
means for requesting at least one vehicle message for the set of 
vehicle parameters from a database; and 
means for generating the custom message set responsive to the 
vehicle messages. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
